May it please your Excellency, 

On the 26th of last September I had the honour of submitting General Abstracts of 
the Agricultural Statistics of Ireland for the year 1864; I now beg to submit the 
accompanying Tables, which show the estimated average yield of the crops for 1863 and 
1864 in each county and province ; also the number, age, and sex of the emigrants 
who left the different counties during 1864 ; and the ports at which they embarked. 

The information as to the average produce waS compiled, as in former years, from 
Returns of the acreable yield of the crops grown in each Electoral Division throughout 
the country, procured by Enumerators selected from the Constabulary Force, for their 
intelligence and fitness for the duty. The names and addresses of all persons affording 
the particulars for each locality are stated on the forms. On the receipt of the returns 
at this Office they were copied and forwarded to the Boards of Guardians of each 
Union for their consideration ; and it is satisfactory to state, that. put of 3,438 Electoral 
Divisions, the returns of the average produce for 2,612 w'ere revised by them. Copies of 
the Circulars and Forms used are given at pagers 23 and 24. 

According to the revised Returns of the acreage in 1864, there has been an increase Acreage 
of 12,421 acres under tillage in 1864 compared with the previous year. Cereals decreased anderCrops. 
by 121,782 acres, — wheat, barley, here, and rye having increased to the extent of 17,215 
acres, and oats decreased to the amount of 138,997 acres. The decrease in the area under 
oats was not confined to any particular locality, but extended to every county. In 
potatoes there was an increase of 16,310 acres. Turnijis, mangel wurzel, and cabbage, 
taken collectively, decreased by 18,632 acres. The acreage under flax in 1864 amounted 
to 301,693 acres, being an increase of 87,594 acres compared with 1863, the largest 
extent sown in any year since 1847, when these returns were first collected. This increase, 
as might be expected, was principally in Ulster, where it amounted to 70,796 acres, — in 
Connaught the increase was 6,110 acres, — and in Munster and Leinster, 5,398 and 
5,290 acres, respectively. The area occupied by meadow and clover was 1,560,638 acres 
in 1863, and in 1864, 1,609,569, being an increase of 48,931 acres. 

In the estimated produce of the crops per statute acre, there has been a decrease of 0_’2 Estimated 
cwt. in wheat, of 0‘7 cwt. in oats, and of 2T cwts. in rye, and an increase of 0‘6 cwt. in Produce per 
bere. The acreable yield of potatoes increased by 0‘7 ton ; turnips decreased by L6 ton, "tatuteacre. 
mangel wurzel by 0'8, and cabbage by 0*7 ton. In flax there was an increase of 2'3 
stones ; meadow and clover diminished by 0‘2 ton per statute acre. 

With respect to the total produce, there has been a falling off in cereals of l,0b2,704 Total 
quarters in 1864 compared with 1863, this decrease was caused not only by the produce of 
iminished area under oats, but also by the decrease in the acreable yield causing a diininu- ® 
tion of 1,102, 339 quarters in the produce of this crop alone. In wheat there was an increase

Total of 37,876 quarters ; in barley of 3,380 ; and in here of 1,194 ; and a decrease of 2,815 
produce of quarters in rye. In the produce of potatoes there ■was an increase of 866,439 tons, 
t e rops. attributable to a greater acreage under this crop in 1864, and also to an increased 
yield. The produce of turnips, mangel 'wurzel, and cabbage diminished by 798, 98& 
tons. In flax there was a large increase amounting to 21,860 tons, owing to the increased 
area and a more abundant yield. The produce of hay diminished by 154,880 tons, in 
consequence of the decrease in the acreable yield.

METEOROLOGICAL OESERVATIOKS. 

Mcteorologi- In connexion with these statistics, I beg to give the following abstract of the Meteor 
calobscrva- ological Observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park Dublin with 
tioiis. I have been kindly furnished by Captain ^\Tlkinson, R.E. ’ 

The mean temperature of the thermometer in 1864, according to this abstract was 49“ 
being 0-8“ lower than in 1863. The highest reading of the barometer, corrected and 
reduced to 32“ Fahrenheit, was 30-587 inches on the 6th of November at 9 30 a m wind 
S.E. ; the lowest reading was 28-390 on the 13th of November, at 9.30, a m ’ wind S ]•: 
The highest temperature, in air during the year was 81-4“ on the 14th of August, and the 
lowest 14-8“ on the 6th of January ; the highest in 1863 was 80-4“ on the 11th Julv and 
the lowest 26-“ on the 12th of February. Rain fell on 197 days ; the greatest rain-fMl in 
24 hours was 1-696 inches on the 21st of October, the wind blowino- Rom the NE The 
preyaihng wind was S.W., from which quarter it blew 93 days. The strongest winds were 
on the 13th of Februiny, the 28th of March, the 31st July, and the 9th of September the 
pressure being 20-25 lbs. per square foot. The mean number of days in each month the 
sky was overcast with cloud was 13.

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The following Tabic gives the number and ages of the Emigrants from each Province, Emigration 
and from all Ireland, by which it will be seen that of the total number who emigrated 
daring the year 1864, 48,397, were from Munster; 19,853, from Ulster ; 19,790, from 
Leinster ; and 18,121, from Connaught ; the Provinces from which 8,008 Emigrants came 
were not ascertained. 

Respecting the ages of the emigrants, 19,804, or 17'2 per cent, were under 15 years of 
age; 72,207, or 62-9 per cent, were from 15 to 35 ; 14,152, or 12’3 per cent., were 35 
years of age and upwards; and the ages of the remaining 8,740, or 7'6 per cent, were 
not specified.

You will receive herewith blank copies of “Form 
C,“ referred to in tire “General Instructions" .ad- 
dressed to the Enumerators on the 18th of last May, 
in order to enable you to procure Eeturns of the Rates 
of Produce of the various Crops grown in each of the 
Electoral Divisions mentioned in the enclosed List,— 
which should bo sent back to tliis Office with these 
Eeturns-rin one file — when completed. 

I beg you will be so good as to select for this ser- 
vice Enumerators known to you for thoh intelligence 
and acquaintance with the parties resident in tlie 
Electoral Divisions for which tlie Betums are required. 
Instructions as to . the method of filling the Forms 
are printed on tlrem. Pray direct the Enumerators to 
pay particular attention to these instructions. 

From the friendly co-operation and assistance 
afforded to tlie Enumerators by all ranks and classes 
when collecting the Agricultural Returns for this 
year, I confidently trust that by making inquiries 
from the resident Gentry, Clergj-. and intelligent 
Farmers in the District, a valuable approximation will 
be arrived at as to the average Rates of Produce per Acre 
of the various kinds of Grain, Potatoes, and otlier 
Crops grown in tlie several Electoral Divisions ; — tliat 
being the object of this Return, — to which accuracy, 
as far as possible, can alone give any real value.’

1. In filling in the Rate of Produce, the yield will 
be stated per Irish .and also per English or Statute Acre, 
for each Crop, and the Enumerator will be careful 
to enter the Rate in the Weights (Act 25 and 26 Viet., 
cap. 76) mentioned opposite to the respective Crops 
named on the other side of this Form. It is particu- 
larly to be borne in mind that the average yield per 
Acre is for tlie entire Electoral Division— not fur any 
individual Farm or portion of the Electoral Division. 

2. One Form will be fiUed by the Enumerator for 
each Electoral Division, as per List furnished to the 
Sub-Inspector. 

.8. The information as to the probable yield of the 
Electoral Division for which the Eetum is made, 
should be procured from intelligent Landholders of 
the District, whose Names and Addi-esses will he 
stated in the column left for that purpose. 

4. The greatest care should be taken in filling these 
Forms, and the information should be procured and 
the Return sent to the Sub- Inspector of ffie Distiict, on 
the 1 0th of November — sooner if practicable.
